Freedom’s Foundation 


t T IS TOO RAD th* principles of our national 
* freedom have been talked about so long-wind­ 
edly on so many Inappropriate occasions that 
th e subject has become a bore to some of our 
temiperamental patriots who think thsy 
have 
Im portant Improvements to offer. At the risk of 
(boring them nome more, newspapers In 
the 
United States this week are going to celebrate 
N ational Newspaper Week with as much pub­ 
licity as they can m uster on freedom of the 
press In particular, with special emphasis on 
w hat newspapers did to help win the war. 
The newspaper*' war efforts, of course, were 
eparked by desire to give the United States a 
maxamum chance to rem ain free. As everyone 
knows, newspapers voluntarily shelved part of 
their own freedom of operation during the war 
to keep the enemy from getting Important In­ 
form ation the easy w a/. Anything as muck worth 
having aa freedom is worth sacrifices—if free­ 
dom can be saved thereby. 
American newspapers ask no credit for pro­ 
tecting the freedom they cherish. They ask 
nothing but the privilege of continuing to operate 
In an atmosphere of freedom, which means the 
privilege of continuing to be part of a free coun­ 
try. Obviously, freedom Is not a unilateral priv­ 
ilege; either all of us have It, or no one will 
have IL Freedom's foundation Is tolerance of the 
other fellow's freedom—and his tolerance of 
Fours. 
Freedom of the press, In Its simplest terms, 
is the right to say something, right or wrong, 
favorable or unfavorable, and to abide by the 
gonaequences. Unfortunately, the thoughtlessness 
and the vicious go only halfway on the proposi­ 
tion; they are for freedom of their press only— 
not the pres* that disagrees with them. They are 
the most insidious threat to freedom, not only 
ho freedom of the preaa but all freedom. At the 
tnetant we adopt Intolerance, or fall Into the 
error of Irreconcilability, the world’s most In­ 
spiring experiment In human organisation will be 
a failure—and America will have wasted 160 
years of history'* most successful struggle to 
throw off the yoke of despotism. 


T H E American communists hav# 
with rare skill been able to 
create an 
atmosphere In which 
they stand sacrosanct. It is. for 
Instance, 
altogether 
within 
the 
more* of the American people to 
criticize the ideas, methods, ac­ 
tions or personalities of the Re­ 
publican 
or 
Democratic 
parties, 
but when one applies precisely 
the <ame yardsticks to the com­ 
munists, he is called a "Red Bait- 
er”, 
antilabor’’, 
"antl-flemltlc”, 
"anti-Negro” and ‘T asclst". 
It is permissable to criticise the 
life and career of H erbert Hoover 
or Harry Truman, but let one so 
much as unearth a fact or express 
an 
opinion concerning 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt or any member of 
his family or Henry W allace and 
the communist press and its si­ 
nes 
rise 
in 
moral 
Indignation, 
shouting 
"reactionary”, 
"isola­ 
tionist”. 
Every country from the Argen­ 
tine to the United States may be 
viewed 
with 
mlcroecopic 
chal­ 
lenge, but let one «o much as 
query the wisdom of the Stalinist 
autocracy in 
Soviet Russia and 
he Is “dividing our allies”. 
This is the product of one of 
the most brilliant public relation 
Jobs In history. At the end of the 
last year, had anyone dared to

When the soldier is 
discharged, he would go there, get 
his ration problems straightened 
out. get Job Information und find 
the answers to a hundred ques­ 
tions he has to ask about civilian 
life. 
Third, a good job; At least $200 
a month after taxes. Like many 
another new worker. Sgt. Spurrier 
was shocked at the way Uncle 
Sam can kick a paycheck around. 
He admits that most soldiers 
haven't the training or the school­ 
ing to get that kind of Job, but 
“how could they get the training? 
They ware In the army". 
Fourth, some sort of a bonus 
It’ll be known by different names, 
the sergeant concedes, but In the 
end most soldiers will expert and 
demand one. 
"We used to talk about this a 
lot," he says. "We decided there 
are a lot of old birds up in con­ 
gress that’ll have to go. I think 
we'U get what we want all right.” 


T 
HE contentions that swirl about 
us 
today—over 
wages 
and 
prices, labor and industry—had a 
parallel following World War I. 
That the ultim ate outcome of the 
former condition was disastrous, 
is a sad fact of history. 
The parallel a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago was ony partial, and on a 
smaller scale. Then, as now, there 
was lack of goods and a large, 
dammed-back demand for them. 
This scarcity and demand were 
consplclous as respects housing, 
the building of which had been pre­ 
vented by the use of materials 
for war purposes. There was scar­ 
cities and demands for other goods, 
but as a whole the condition was 
far leas general than today. 
Today there Is extreme lack, not 
only of houses but of farm machin­ 
ery, automobiles, household equip­ 
ment and many other forms of 
goods. 
Today, as before, there Is ahuiv 
dance of money. All wars have 


this double effect. They suspend 
the production of civilian goods in 
order that materials and labor may 
be used for war goods. 
At the same time wars cause 
governments 
to pour out great 
quantities of money, or equival­ 
ents of money, to pay the expenses 
of war. The result is a strange 
condition, 
the 
consequence* 
of 
which are little understood. 
The end of any war is marked 
by a greatly-reduced quantity of 
goods, a greatly-increased quant­ 
ity of money. 
The quantity of money following 
the World War I, while unpre­ 
cedentedly large, was much less 
than today. The most familiar kind 
of money is that which is called 
"money In 
circulation"—that 
Is, 
money In People's pockets and in 
the cash drawers of businesses. 
Of this, the quantity following 
World War I was some six billion 
dollars. Today it is nearly 28 bil­ 
lion dollars. W hatever were the 


potential consequences of abun­ 
dance of money in the early 1920‘s 
the potential consequences today 
are much greater.
